Proteſtant Religon.) There being inthe Hanzariaw Nas 
tion two Sets of Proteſtants, Vis. Lutherans, and Calviniſts, 
the larcer of whic',cluiming the ſaid Ep:ther under theBanner of 
the Horrid I:npolture and great Idol of the Eaſt ( Mahomer ) L 
could do no leis than make this httle ſhort RefleCtion, becauſe 
it tome ſeems a Remark of {o near a Parrallel with ſome 
practices in my own Country, the Reſpect I bear toit, would 
not ſulfer me to be ſilent in the laid particulars. 

The King of Po/azd, with a Royal Army attending him, 
arrived at our Camp, the Emperour having cauſed all neceſſa- 
ry Proviſions, tobe made for his Royal Majeſties Reception, 
Leiore which, ſeveral corliderable Reinforcements, were ar- 
rived, being part of the A+xi4iary Troops of the Empire, of 
which.grear Vumbecs are on their Marci from all the Remo- 
teſt parts of the Empire: immediately after his Majelty of Po- 
[ind was arrived a grew Council of War was held in the Em- 
perours Tent; whici: being ended, prayers were publickly of- 
tered throughour che Cump, for a Succe!s upon the Endea- 


vours of the Unit.d Arms, of the Chriſtians againſt the. 
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Turks and Infidels, which being ended, immediately the 
whole Army,by Order, was on its Marth towards the Enemy; 
wholay in Seige before Vienna according ro common Compu- 
tation 150000 ſtrong at leaſt: the Army marched in thxee 
Batzlias,the Body C nded by tteEmperour in perſon; the 
right wing by his Majeſty of Po/aza,and the left by his Higl:- 
neſs of Lorain, in which pofture we marched with all 1m- 

inabls Silence towards Vienng; The City having at the 
meg ke notice that we were approaching, and as ſoon as we 
carm®# _to :Jifhern the Enemies Leagure, the- City 
gave us -a Signal, which in half an hours time

and ſooh after the Groſſe of both Armies, the diſpute being 
for ſeverall hours very ſharp and hot; but in the end it 10 
pleaſed God, that our Arms prevailed againſt the Iniidels 
we having kil'd above thirty Thouland upon the ſpor, 
and taken near half as many Priſoners and all their Ar- 
—_ and Baggage which vvere very great and numerous 
and Torally broke the vyhale Remy ot the Turks, vvhich 
our Horſe continue to purſue vvith great ſlaughter, and 
all this was done by the Afﬀiſtance of the Almighty 
with inconliderable loſs on the Chriſtians ſide, and it is the 
opinion of moſt of our Experienced Commanders here in 

p, that very few of the Turks will Eſcape of being. 
taken or killed. The Enemy being fled divers of our Ofti- 
cers weht into the City and great numbers of the Citi. 


Zens came to verw our Camp, their countenances beſpeak- 


| had been neither in fear of the Enemy nor any 
want of necefſlary Proviſions. We are now buſted in de. 
ſtroying, the Enemys works about the City; and in'my 
next I may give you a' more particular Account of the 
whole Afﬀair: in the mean time be pleaſed to accept of 
this, as from your much Obliged and Faithfull Friend.
